They call it the Mariposa grove, blit 
there’s no grove about it, the big trees, 
being a part of a dense forest, with no 
clear space in sight and the giants not 
standing together and separated from 
the other trees, but scattered among 
them indiscriminately 
over several 
hundred acres of ground, there being 
perhaps two or three hundred ordin­ 
ary trees for every giant. The ordin- 
be called giants in 
„ 
of them measuring 
a lid | ten and twelve feet in diameter and 
wants * towering up from 150 to 200 feet, but 
in the Mariposa “grove” they look 
small and attract no attention. 
Our 
first stop was made at the “Griz­ 
zly G iant,” which the guidebook say- 
is 
thirty-one 
feet 
in 
diametei 
three feet above the ground. 
Mrs. 
( dell hail brought a ball of twine 
along, and everybody was given an 
opportunity to measure the circum­ 
ference of the “Grlzxjy G iant” a nd take 
the measure home xvH11 him. 
Tile tree 
is a little larger two'SB' three feet 
above the ground than itx is at the 
base. 
We all wound up o u n c e s with­ 
out stopping to measure th en \ and 
will wait till we get home beton \Yn- 
tying the figures of tile guidebooks 
There are many taller trees in the 
“grove” than the (frizzly, but none so 
big round, and this tree was even larg­ 
er—more than a hundred feet in cir­ 
cumference—before it suffered the rav­ 
ages of fire. Nearly all the tres in the 
Mariposa grove are more or less burn- 
away at the ba<e. The Grizzly meas­ 
ures sixty-four feet three inches in cir­ 
cumference 
eleven 
feet 
from 
the 
base, 
and 
one 
of 
its 
branches 
more 
than 
IOO 
feet 
above the ground is six feet in diame­ 
ter and would make quite a tree by 
itself in Missouri. 
Many of the taller 
trees in the grove measure some 300 
feet. The Grizzly is but 267 
feet, 
about three times as high as the South­ 
ern hotel or Lindell. The Calaveras 
grove, in Calaveras county, has still 
W!lH ^taller trees, one towering up 325 feet, 
but none is as large in circumference 
as the Grizzly Giant, the W awona and 
two or ttiree other of the largest trees 
in the M ariposa grove. The W awona 
is twenty-eight feet in diameter, and 
265 feet high. 
The heart or the trunk 
has been burned out, leaving a hole 
big enough for our stage to drive 
through the tree, 
and every stage 
stops inside for a few minutes, long 
enough to give the passengers 
an 
oportunity to write their names on 
the “walls,” which seem to have been 
planed down to a sm ooth surface fur 
that purpose. Twenty feet above the 
ground the tree looks as green and

W ashington, Ju ly 26—A commission 
consisting of Hon. Jo h n V. W right of 
Tennessee. Bishop H. 
B. W hipple of 
Minnesota 
and Charles 
F. Larrabcc 
of the Indian office, bas been appointed 
by the secretary of the interior under a 
provision contained in the Indian ap ­ 
propriation act, approved May 15, 1886, 
to negotitate 
with 
certain tribes and 
bands of Indians in the state of M inne­ 
sota, N orthern M ontana, Dakota, W a sh ­ 
i n g t o n and Idaho territories for the re­ 
duction of existing researvations and for 
the settlem ent of other land matters. 
The commission is instructed to negotiate 
with the Chippewas of M innesota for 
their removal 
and 
consolidation and 
perm anent establishm ent upon the W hite 
E arth reservation in the western part of 
the state. 
This will include the Indians 
of Lake W innebago, Leech Lake, Mille 
Lacs, Fon du Lac, Grand Portage, JBoisc 
F ort and Deer creek reservations. 
It is 
stated th a t the conditions of all these 
tribes and bands is deplorable in the ex­ 
treme because of the unproductiveness of 
the lands of their present reservation, 
most of which is covered with pine t i m ­ 
ber, and in the case of the Lake W in n e­ 
bago* and Leech Lake reservations the 
construction of the dams and reservoirs 
at the headw aters of the Mississippi by 
the governm ent lias induced disasterous 
overflows, which have destroyed their 
rice fields, fishing privileges and hay 
m eadows which comprise their accus­ 
tomed m eans of support. 
The dam age 
thus sustained will be considered in co n ­ 
nection with the negotiations. 
A t F ort 
Bcrthold 
reservation, 
in Dakota, the 
commission will arrange 
for the pur 
chase by the governm ent of a portion 
of the reservation.

these Indians have more land than they 
need, but no money with w hich to pur 
cliase stock.

There arc plenty of“ gq betweens,’ 
for the Indians seldom, if ever, go to a

m an ’s 
habits. 
They 
know that no m an will sell them a drink 
there if they tried it. 
B u t sombody else 
a white man, buys a ju g of whisky 
and such whisky! N o wonder it sets the 
red man on fire—and deliberately walks 
out of town and deposits the jug on the 
railroad^tracks and disappears. Soon af 
terw ard the wily Indian shows up quite 
accidently and espies the jug.

he drinks the whisky. 
J u s t such an in 
stance occurred directly under the eyes of 
a governm ent detective a short time ago 
but did any one sell tlic stuff to the In 
dian?

The San Francisco Bulletin, after 
giving widely varyine estim ates of the 
probable wheat yield of that state says: 
“Weare disposed to believe in acropof 
two million tons, but we can readily 
find others who are equally well post­ 
ed who will raise that figure from fifty 
to two hundred and fifty thousand 
tons.” 


The loss by fire in New Hampshire 
in the year that has passed since a 
law of the state has practically de­ 
prived it of property insurance against 
fire, has dropped off about one-half 
The careless individual and the would- 
be incendiary in New Hampshire now 
have a stronger incentive than hereto­ 
fore to take good care of their prop­ 
erty. 


Congress has voted to reduce the 
mileage of army officers from 8 cents 
to 4 cents a mile. That is about 
twice what it costs them to travel. 
But the allowance of Congressmen is 
still 20 cents a mile, the same as in 
the stage-coach era, and it is stated 
that a very large number if not a ma­ 
jority of the members travel on free 
passes. 


The belief still prevails among many 
people in New York that Convict Ward, 
the New York ex-financier, has a large 
fortune hidden away somewhere. Col­ 
onel Fred Grant estimates the amount 
of it at $3,000,000. Ward is quietly 
serving out his ten-year sentence, which 
may be considerably shortened by a 
record of good behavior. 
He never 
lias appeared to suffer greatly over 
his imprisonment, and his cheerful and 
dapper manner go far to bear out the 
theory that he has more than the or­ 
dinary ex-convict’s life to look for­ 
ward to. 


The chief of the buteau of statistics 
reports that the total value of the ex­ 
ports of beef and pork products from 
the Cnited States for eight months 
ending June 30 for the years 1783 and 
1880, were, in comparison, as follows: 
Exports in 1803 amounted to $01,- 
300,732; exports in 1800 were $30,- 
845,238. This is an immense falling 
off in most important articles of ex­ 
port. There was also a decrease in 
the exports of domestic cattle and 
dairy products. 
Germany and France 
shut out our pork products, while the 
demand in Europe for our wheat and 
Hour is small and only at the lowest 
prices. There is still a balance of 
trade in our favor, but not such a call 
for cur agricultural products as is 
satisfactory to the western farmer. 


Of all undesirable places the position 
of government clerk is one of the most 
undesirable. 
For the satisfaction of 
the men who mourn because they can­ 
not get a federal appointment at 
Washington 1 hese facts are cited by 
the correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times, as the result of recent investi­ 
gation: A fair estim ate of the number 
of clerks employed in the departments 
is 15,000. The average salary paid 
them is about $1,000—not more. 
If 
married they spend at least $400 
annually 
for 
rent; 
if 
single, 
that 
sum 
goes 
for 
furnished 
rooms and in part defrays the ex­ 
pense of meals purchased at restaur­ 
ants. Clothing is high in price, as are 
also all the accessories of the toilet, 
and the rule of extravagance applies 
to the common-places as well as the 
comparative luxuries of life. The in­ 
fluences which most prevail are those 
which make men thriftless, for the 
money 
comes easy and goes still 
easier. Ten men out of a thousand 
save enough perhaps to eventually 
own their homes or to leave the capi­ 
tal and embark in business elsewhere. 
The rest never cease to regret the day 
when they left “the smiling village of 
content” for the frowning city of re­ 
gret. 


Russia’s preparations and opera­ 
tions now’ in one quarter and one 
way, and again, in another form, di­ 
plom atic or military, keep the Powers 
in anxiety, not to say fear. Just now 
Russia is trampling upon thetreatyof 
Berlin, is massing troops upon her 
southern frontier and insisting upon 
the payment of the Turkish indem­ 
nity. 
As to the treaty, all Europe 
is 
interested; 
in 
regard 
to the 
indemnity, it will not be actual­ 
ly pressed 
until 
Russia 
intends 
war. 
The upshot of the business 
is that Europe is not sure of peace for 
a month, but is altogether certain 
that a conflict between Russia and 
any, even the weakest, of the nations 
might be the signal for a general mili­ 
tary movement 
on the continent. 
Just now the most conspicuous, wide 
disturbance is that which calls from 
the great Powers a protest as to the 
declaration by the Czar that Batoum 
is no longer a free port. 
That of it­ 
self will not preciptate a war, but war 
is considered inevitable at no distant 
period, unless Russia changes her tac­ 
tics which she is not likely to do. 


The cabinet a t the meeting decided to 
im m ediately place their resignations \n the 
h an d s of tlie queen. The meeting was held 
in Mr. G la d sto n e’s office in Downingstreet. 
The street w as crowded with people. 
A 
messenger to the queen conveying the for 
m al resignations of the m inisters has l*-ft 
L o n d o n for Osborne. 
After the cabinet 
meeting Mr. G lad ston e gave a reception to 
a number of hia friends. 
Mr. Gladstone 
referred to his stayin g powers, saying that 
he would lie unable to fight in the face of an 
em bittered parliam ent, 
l ie would do his 
best, but he urges his followers to rely up­ 
on other leaders.

above the ground is six feet in diame­ 
ter and would make quite a tree by 
itself in Missouri. 
Many of the taller 
trees in the grove measure some 300 
feet. The Grizzly is but 207 feet, 
about three times as high as the South­ 
ern hotel or Lindell. The Calaveras 
grove, in Calaveras county, has still 
jailer trees, one towering up 325 feet, 
but none is as large in circumference 
as the Grizzly Giant,the Wawona and 
two or three other of the largest trees 
in the Mariposa grove. The Wawona 
is twenty-eight feet in diameter, and 
205 feet high. The heart of tiie trunk 
has been burned out, leaving a bole 
big enough for our stage to drive 
through the tree, and every stage 
stops inside for a few minutes, long 
enough to give the passengers 
an 
oportunity to write their naue-s on 
the “walls,” which seem to have been 
planed down to a smooth surface for 
that purpose. Twenty fe*-t above the 
‘round the tree looks as green and 
in the lorest. 
The only 
“grove” is a little shanty 
occupied by the overseer of the big 
trees.

A rinro Hacreit to tlit* A p petizing Sarrtln*. 
I said it was worth while steaming 
to Messina for thesake of the ^ardines, 
and so it is, declares a writer m the 
July Blackwood. 
It is true that -ar- 
dines are to be eaten pretty nearly in 
perfection all along the Mediterrane in, 
but those of M'-sina strike one a- su­ 
preme. There is a good deal of fash­ 
ion in the conventional reputation ol 
iishe-s; afresh caught sole of Boulogne 
can hold its own any day with the 
best of Torbay; the haddocks of the 
Moray Firth match those from tiie 
Bay of Dublin; nor has Loch Fyne 
any monopoly of delicately flavored 
herrings among the sea-lochs between 
tic Clyde and the Pent land. 
But it is safe to say that those sar­ 
dines of Messina are not to be sur­ 
passed, though they may possibly be 
equalled. 
Like Greenwich whitebait, 
they ar** rather a specialite of the 
place. The waiter breaths a shrill 
whisper through the s[leaking tube 
which communicate- from the ground 
floor to the kitchen. A satisfactory 
response comes very promptly in the 
shape of a faint sound oi frizzling. As 
the whitebait are merely immersed lot 
some seconds in a wirework cage in 
boiling oil. so the sardines are sent up 
with startling celerity, considering the 
Italian habit of procrastination. The 
tiny fish, delicately browned, are serv­ 
ed on a soft bed of frizzled parsely. 
By way of condiment, there are simp­ 
ly a couple of sliced lemons; and tHe 
result is so tempting, so fragrantly ap­ 
petizing, that you scarcely take time 
to 
disengage the fish 
from 
the 
bones. 
Should you have followed 
up the sardines by the veal cut­ 
let the waiter will surely have recom­ 
mended, or by what he is pleased to 
call a filet, you will have cause to re- 
though the man is not to he 
blamed for suggesting them, as both 
dishes are popular with ordinary pa­ 
trons. 
It you are wise, you will have 
ordered green peas or asparagus, which 
seem to flourish in the Sicilian gardens 
all the year 
round.

these, 
you can hardly do better than call for 
macaroni a la creme or with tom ato 
sauce, having taken the precaution 
of warning the cook to boil the mac­ 
aroni sufficiently. Should the quails 
chance to be in they are sure to be 
plump and delicate; the 
chickens, 
which may be fried in sweet oil, are 
generally good and fat, though scarce 
ly equal to the capons of Bresse; and 
tor * lesser t, or indeed with the bour­ 
geois soups, the grated 
Parmesan 
cheese is always delicious; while you 
may crown your repast in the early

The reports which reach 
here from New York say th a t Sartoris 
has been absent from his wife since 
last spring, and th at she hears from 
him only a t rare intervals.

One of our neighbors, a wealthy and 
of- j influential representative of Mormon* j 
ism, is a gentleman who always has 
an eye to business, even in his love 
affairs. 
It was his custom for years 
the womanW to hire an attractive servant girl, keep 
living 
with her until her wages amounted to $ 3 0 
or $ 4-0 , and then make her an offer 
of his hand and heart 111 lieu of a cash 
payment. 
If she accepted, she re-1 
mained in the kitchen doing the work 
of the family, without wages, until her 
children became troublesome, when she j 
was turned out to make room for a 
fresh importation.

the wives of this man, one of the 
women w ho are “highly honored and I 
tenderly cared for." out in a field 011 n 
bitter November day husking corn on I 
shares, to earn a little food for her ;

She was a very 
capable woman, an excellent house- 1 
keeper, and could have commanded a ! 
good salary anywhere in th a t capaci 
ty. 
She used to go home at night,) 
after finishing her d ay ’s work, walk- j 
ing to town, a distance of four miles, ! 
to do various errands for her husband, ; 
then get up in the morning and feed | 
and water his cattle and horses before 
coming over to get the breakfast fo r1 
cur family. The husband always col­ 
lected her wages, and he soon told me 
1 must pay him more than I had done I 
for her services. 
“ Because," he said, “ I am obliged to I 
hire a man in her place to work in the I 
field while she is with you.” 
I think I have heard th a t this man | 
has been indicted for violating the j 
Edmunds law. 
If so, wiiat a sad 1 
spectacle it will be when he is torn 
from his families, and his wives, who 
have been so tenderly cared tor, and j 
left to face the cold world alone. 


A woman passed through Hannibal, 
Mo., a few days ago, having with her ' 
four pairs of twins, all boys, the old­ 
est pair being fourteen years old and j 
the youngest pair seven.
